No. 2/ll/(l)/97-IH (Vol. U).—India has been selected 
by die United Nations Office for Outer Space Affairs for host¬ 
ing the Centre for Space Science and Technology Education in 
Asia and the Pacific (Affiliated to the United Nations). An 
International Agreement to establish the said Centre in India 
was adopted on November 1, 1995 at New Delhi. The Centre 
provides educational opportunities to countries of the Asia 
Pacific region in the field of space technology and applications 
with a view to enabling and enhancing the capacities of the 
countries in the region. 

Article IX of the said Agreement provides for the con¬ 
clusion of a Host Country Agreement (HCA) between the Cen¬ 
tre and the Government of India which defines the commit¬ 
ments of the Government of India and the Centre towards 
meeting the objectives of the Centre. 

The HCA has been concluded between the Centre and 
the Government of India, represented by Department of Space 
as the nodal agency, on March 10, 1998. 

The Government of India shall provide or cause to be 
provided to the Centre, suitable premises, equipment and 
facilities, required for the functioning of the Centre as per the 
terms and conditions detailed in Article I of the Host Country 
Agreement.
